The team bus was noisily grinding 
through the back streets of Chicago on 
the way to a meeting with the Black 
Hawks at Chicago Stadium later that 
evening. Most of the New Jersey Devils 
had_become restless with the long ride; 
some were fighting back fatigue from 
that morning’s journey from St. Louis. 

But in ayseat toward the front of the 
bus, Chico Reseh.was feverishly 
flipping his way through NHL history. 
The veteran goaltender had recently 
been given a stack*of old daguerreo- 
types, including photographs of Howie 
Morenz, Syl Apps, Lynn Patrick and 
other greats from that period. 

Having become only the 26th goalie 
in National Hockey League history to 
pass the 200-victory mark for his ca- 
reer and the only goalie ever to win 
the Bill Masterton Memorial Trophy 
(1982), Resch is carving his own spe- 
cial place in hockey history, but there 
is probably no player in the game to- 
day with such a firm grasp of the 
sport's past. 


“| first got involved with the history 
of the game having all the free time on 
the road,’ Resch recalls. ‘Everybody 
always talked about the history of 
baseball but the only history hockey 
had for me were the guys | had seen 
play. I just thought this game has been 
going on for so long it’s got to have a 
pretty strong history. It’s kind of like 
tracing your own roots.”” 

Resch’s roots now encompass a Ca- 
reer in which heghas made his mark in 
three colorful (minor league cities 
(Muskegon, NeweHaven and Fort sie 
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Worth) and in the NHL with the Island- 
ers, Rockies and Devils. 

For Resch the exploring process has 
been a lot like the movie, “Back to the 
Future.’’ He has been able to relive 
hockey history before the days of 
slapshots, curved sticks and goalie’s 
masks, 

“I've been a part of a lot of winning 
situations but | haven’t been the center 
of the winning like (Wayne) Gretzky, 
(Mike) Bossy or even Smitty a couple 
years there,” insists Resch. ‘But | 

played on Team Canada in ’76 when 


we won the Canada Cup, | played on a 
Stanley Cup winner and last year | 
played on the U.S. team that had a su- 
per Canada Cup series. | was a part of 
a lot of terrific things that have hap- 
pened. I’ve taken a lot of satisfaction in 
that.” 

He also proudly recalls winning the 
Masterton Trophy in ’82 for 
sportsmanship, dedication and hard 
work. 

“That was one of my better years 
(16-31-11 with a 4.03 GAA for a team 
that won only 18 games and tied 13). | 
had to play that way because we 
(Rockies) were fighting for our lives. 
The franchise was ready to go under 
and we all knew that. | had left the Is- 
landers and | wanted to prove | could 
play on another team. It seemed to be 
a real struggle but it was satisfying be- 
cause it went well for me. | almost 
played the best | could in every game 
that season. | had to. 

“| enjoyed that award. It fit my per- 
sonality. I’m not a really talented 
player, but I've worked: hard. That 
award was made for a player like me.” 
He was not, however, always the 
level-headed veteran who has set a 
sterling example for younger team- 
mates. In fact, that rebelliousness 
which surfaces occasionally when Chi- 
co is angered by a referee’s call or an 
opposing player’s dirty tactics, was evi- 
dent early in his pro career. He re- 
members an incident in his first season 
at Muskegon (1971-72) when he broke 
é.rules.

There was a $10 fine if you 

got caught, which was a lot,’”” 

he recalls. ‘After a game in Des 

Moines they took us to a pancake 
house and Jerry Delise, a kind of 


folk hero among minor league owners, 


warned me about what | was to eat. 
“Well, we're in a pancake house 
and I’m hungry so | ordered pancakes. 
| told the waitress, ‘See that guy over 
there at the coach’s table (coach 
Moose Lallo)? Don’t bring the pan- 
cakes if he’s around.’ Wouldn't you 
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know it, just as she’s bringing the pan- 
cakes the coach comes as she’s placing 
them in front of me. | got fined, but | 
got even at the end of the year.’’ 

It was an All-Star season for Resch, 
but Delise, who had promised Chico 
$50 per shutout and $25 per one-goal 
game, was withdrawing that bonus of- 
fer. Resch had four shutouts and sever- 
al one-goal games. 

With the regular season nearing its 
end, Resch visited Delise and threat- 
ened to sit out the playoffs if his bonus 
was not reinstituted. As you can guess, 
he received his bonus money and was 
playing for thelslanders in less than 
two seasons. 

Just as it took years of searching to 
assemble his personal hoeckeycollec- 
tion (all he started with were,a@"few odd 
hockey cards, the Foster Hewittgame 
and his own first pair of gloves)/ Resch 
feels his own success as a pro 
goaltender was a matter of putting the 
pieces of a puzzle together. 

Resch had none of the raw talent 
players like Gretzky or Tom Barrasso 
had going for them when he first began 
playing for the University of 
Minnesota-Duluth back in 1968. 

“| wasn’t very talented when | was 
younger, right up through college,” 
Resch says. ‘‘I guess the thing I’m 
proudest of is | was able to discover 
the right formula to make an average 
guy somewhat of a success. Most peo- 
ple are average and don’t think they 
can rise above being average. 

“| never would have dreamed | 
could have made it in the NHL, but 
that one year | went to the Montreal 
training camp and things just hit me 
about learning how to do things right. 
There’s a winning formula for every- 
thing whether in business, school or 
any part of life. When | think of my ca- 
reer I’m so amazed | was able to turn it 
around.” 

Resch is modest when discussing his 
own talent, but like many veterans he 
has come to realize that alone does not 
guarantee a successful pro career. 

In his Emily, Minnesota home 
Chico, who has entered his 13th sea- 
son in the league and sixth with the 
franchise, has taken his fascination for 
NHL history a step further. Amidst a 
collection of historic equipment, pro- 
grams and memorabilia, Resch owns 
Terry Sawchuk’s old Detroit Red Wings 
sweater and Glenn Hall’s Chicago 
Black Hawks sweater from 1960. 

“Everybody interested in history has 
something inside them. Somehow you

want to touch back there,’’ explains 
Resch. ‘‘You want to get as close as 
you can back to that time. Sweaters 
and personal stuff, of course, are 
maybe the closest you can get to going 
back in time. The thing I like about 
collecting is preserving. When | think 
about all the things that have been dis- 
carded because someone thought it 
was old and wasn’t worth anything, it’s 
just a shame. Hockey doesn’t 
have nearly the collectible stuff base- 
ball does so any of the old stuff is real- 
ly precious.”

Resch is modest about his own ca- 
reer and does not value his personal 
equipment so highly. In fact, he traded 
his own fiberglass New York Islander’s 
mask for the Sawchuk sweater. 

Nevertheless, anyone who has heard 
chants of ‘Chico. . . Chico’ rock an 
NHL arena recalls Resch sharing the 
goaltending duties with Billy Smith 
during the Islanders’ first Stanley Cup 
season of 1979-80; or has seen one of 
the game’s most colorful goalies put on 
a one-man show for either the Rockies 
or Devils, understands Chico’s place in 
history. 

“You take most players like Craig 
Billington and most of the kids on the 
team. They were stars throughout their 
careers all the way through minor 
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hockey and juniors,’’ says Resch. 
didn’t waste the little bit of talent | 
have. What fires me up is if | could 
just get that across to other people, es- 
pecially young kids.”’ 

Success on the ice is not the only 
thing which makes Resch special in the 
eyes of many hockey fans. It may not 
even be the most important part of 
Chico’s career. 

There has always been a special re- 
lationship between Resch and the fans. 
“The fans have been so good to me 

even though | haven't been a great 
player,’ Resch notes. ‘I don’t know 
why. | don’t deliberately try to play to 
the fans, but | guess | kind of give them 
what they want. My interaction with 
the fans all these years is one of the 
really warm thoughts | have.’’ 

His kindness toward hockey fans has 
sometimes been regarded as a show- 
boat attitude by some unknowing 
players. But Chico’s genuine feeling for 
fans was triggered by an incident dur- 
ing his youth. 

“Some guys used to think | was hot 
dogging it when I’d skate around and 
wave at fans (or throw pucks into the 
crowd), but | remember one incident 
thatesti¢ks in my mind,” he says. “It in- 
volved Frank Mahovlich either in 
Detroit.or when he came to Duluth 
one time when was in college. He 
was skating around, the ice and | was 
watching. | calledout, ‘Hey, Big M! 
How you doing?’ 

“He turned around and gave me 
such a look. It really hurt my feelings. | 
really felt like | wasn’t worth saying hi 
to. | took it personally and | always felt 
afterwards that if someone says hi to 
me in the stands and | hear them and 
ignore them | can really hurt that per- 
son. What does it take to wave or ac- 
knowledge someone? The greatest hurt 
we have sometimes is when we’re not 
acknowledged. If a fan says hi, I’m go- 
ing to say hi back. The episode with 
Frank probably was innocent. Maybe | 
took it the wrong way, but it taught me 
a lesson.”’ (Continued on Page 38)

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“We have good balance on defense 
with the Devils,” Lewis said. ‘‘We 
have a combination of youth and 
experience. Bobby Lorimer, Phil 
Russell and | are over 30. Joey Cirella, 
Uli Hiemer and Bruce Driver are in 
their early 20s. We don’t have anyone 
in that middle ground except for 
perhaps Dave Pichette. 

“| think the things we can show the 
young guys will help improve them,” 
Lewis said. ‘In a couple of years the 
three of us will probably be gone, but 
they'll have the experience to pass on 
to new guys. They'll be used to the 
position. It’s a\hand-me-down 
process.” 

While holding:a PhsB. in NHL 
experience after 12 NH seasons split 
between the Devils, New York 
Islanders and Los Angeles Kings, Lewis 
is pleased to act as an advisor for the 
defense. He leaves the actual coaching 
chores to Doug Carpenter and Lou 
Vairo. But if Lewis wasn’t patrolling 
NHL rinks, he might well be seen with 
a tweed jacket and an armful of books 
on a tree-lined campus. 

“As far as teaching goes,’’ Lewis 
said, “I try to help an individual 
overcome situations that may be 
overlooked by the coach. | don’t try to 
coach, but a lot of times during the 
game the coach is just too busy to pick 
up everything that happens. Plus, the 
question might not arise until the next 
day in practice. During the game the 
coach is watching 19 guys. If I’m 
paired with Joey Cirella, I’m watching 
him constantly. I’m right on the bench 
to answer a question or point 
something out. 

“If you learn from experience, you'll 
do well,’” Lewis said. ““When you talk 
with a young guy about certain 
situations, when he faces that situation 
again, maybe he'll think back and play 
it the way you talked about. But 
sometimes he'll play it his own way 
and improve upon it with your 
experience. It takes time.” 

Last season Driver and Hiemer broke 
into the NHL, while Cirella—still only 
22 years old—continued to establish 
his NHL career. Lewis is a firm 
believer in the young trio and sees 
bright futures ahead for Driver, Hiemer 
and Cirella—and the Devils. 

“When Uli came in last year, he 
didn’t have much experience playing 
in North America,’’ Lewis noted. ‘‘He 
had to learn to play differently and that 
took almost a full year. But Uli was 
shooting when he was supposed to and

passing when he was supposed to. He 
also asked questions. 

“| remember he had to learn when 
and how to check,’”’ Lewis said with a 
smile. ‘In one of his first games, Uli 
tackled a guy like a linebacker would 
and he got a penalty. He asked me 
‘Don’t the Flyers play like that?’ I told 
him to be more subtle. 

“Uli learned a lot about rules over 
here,’’ Lewis said. ‘“He learned the 


game is rough and when to instill 
authority on the ice.” 

Driver was well acquainted with 
hockey on both the North American 
and international levels after stints with 
the Canadian Olympic Team in the 
1984 Winter Olympics and a brief 
taste of life as a professional during a 
season-ending stay with the Devils and 
Maine Mariners. Lewis said one reason 
why Driver was able to make a smooth

adjustment to the NHL last year was 
his confidence. 

“| thought Bruce really progressed,’ 
Lewis said. ‘He played really well. 
He’s the type of guy with a lot of 
confidence, and he has the ablity to 
make a mistake and rebound.” 

Cirella was paired with Lewis for 
most of last season and despite a few 
rough moments, Lewis remains one of 
the young defenseman’s biggest 
boosters. , 

“Joey was a No. 1 pick with the 
organization (fifth overall in the 1981 
Entry Draft),’’ Lewis said. ‘‘But people 
forget he went back to juniors and then 
came back to the NHL. There’s a lot of 
pressure to succeed. In my mind he 
has all the potential to be an All-Star. 
He can do a lot of things.” 

Lewis noted that Cirella’s confidence 
is a key factor to his success. 

“Joey’s confidence has to be there,” 
he said. ‘He played some great games 
and he has that burning desire. | don’t 
know if Joey’s going to score a lot of 
points each year, but he can be real 
steady and Joey can move the puck.” 

While Lewis is acutely aware of the 
art of defense, another overriding 
concern is the state of the Devils. On 
that subject, Lewis is as positive as he 
is on the future of the team’s young 
defensemen. 

The blending of a new coaching 
staff, talented young players and 
experienced veterans went a long way 
in accounting forthe Devils’ dramatic 
improvement last season. In Lewis’ 
mind, a continued progression along 
the path taken last year will produce a 
long-awaited prize—a trip to the 
Stanley Cup playoffs. 

“Things are very positive now,” 
Lewis said. ‘Our young players have 
developed very well. We have some 
new draft choices coming in and we'll 
have a new goalie. 

“We have to continue our progress 
this season,’”’ Lewis said. ‘‘We can’t be 
satisfied with losing by one goal. We 
lost a lot of games by one goal last 
year. We have to turn those losses into 
ties and victories. That will propel us 
even further.’’ 
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While falling short of post-season 
competition last season, the Devils 
were in the thick of the battle for a 
playoff berth right down to the final 
weeks of the season. That sustained 
pressure should also benefit the team 
this season, according to the 
defenseman. 

“Anytime you get into a stretch drive 
and you're still fighting, it’s a good 
sign,’” Lewis said. ‘‘Without some 
injuries and some inexperience last 
year, we might have made the 
playoffs.” 

But positive factors far outweighed 
the negative ones for the Devils. The 
team established*6r equaled a score of 
club and personal ,tecords»,and 
enjoyed a 13-point jump ‘i the 
standings. Lewis credits head coach 
Doug Carpenter and assistant ceach 
Lou Vairo. 

“1 think the most important change 
was one management made,’’ Lewis 
said. ‘Getting a new coach in Doug 
Carpenter and assistant coach in Lou 
Vairo. 

“Also the overall attitude of the team 
was positive,” Lewis said. “There was 
a direction, and a lot of that came from 
the feeling there was light at the end of 


the tunnel. 

“At camp (last year), a lot of us 
came in fresh and new,” he said. ‘The 
coaches hadn’t seen us before. Doug 
Carpenter may have heard of Dave 
Lewis or Phil Russell or Mel Bridgman, 
but he hadn’t seen us. We had to 
reprove ourselves. We took that 
attitude from the beginning of camp, 
and we played incredibly well in our 
first game against the Islanders (a 7-2 
victory). We took an awareness there.” 

Another major factor in the Devils’ 
resurgenee was the continued growth 
and maturing of young players like Kirk 
MulleryeGreg Adams and John 
MacLean. 

“| think the young guys are getting 
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confidence,’’ Lewis said. ‘‘They’re 
understanding the game a little better. 
Last year we wanted to make the 
playoffs and we did gain some ground 
on the Rangers. Last year was a good 
chance to develop a good, positive 
attitude. 

“You can say the Devils didn’t make 
the playoffs,” Lewis said, “but two 


years ago we got off to a terrible start 


(2-18) and it was tough to rebound 
from that point. Things are very 
positive now. Our young players have 
developed. 

An increased awareness of the 
team’s potential is also tempered with 
the knowledge there is continual room 
for improvement. 

“We still lack a big scorer and a 
puck-carrying defenseman,” Lewis 
said. ‘‘That’s the turning point for this 
team. | think we’re a couple of players 
away. There’s a fine line between 
mediocre and very good. We'll get 
some leadership this season and start 
on the way back.” 

Clearly, Lewis is content to sit back 
and talk about the state of the Devils 
for hours. He doesn’t spend a great 
deal ‘of,time talking about himself. But 
ask.thosexinvolved in hockey about 
Lewiseand’the portrait is vivid—a 
selfless, honest; dedicated team player. 
He commatds.a great deal of respect 
from teammates, epponents, press and 
fans alike. 

Last season the defensive- 
defenseman scored three goals and 
nine assists in 74 games—not exactly 
numbers that will have Paul Coffey 
looking over his shoulder. But those 
offensive statistics were both effective 
and a great source of enjoyment 
around the Devils, largely because of 
Lewis’ keen sense of humor. 

During training camp last season, 
Lewis would often joke with the writers 
covering the team: “I’m going to score 
a goal this season and really give you 
guys something to write about.” 

Well, Lewis did score a goal, a game 
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winner at that on Feb. {st against the 
Islanders. He was approached by a 
group of writers following the/game. 

“Hey Lewie, where’s the press 
conference?’”’ one writer asked. 

With a slowly widening grin the 
affable defenseman turned around. 

“Sorry guys, we'll have to delay the 
press conference until tomorrow,’’ he 
said. ‘Wide World of Sports is sending 
a crew up.” 

Everyone enjoyed a laugh and Lewis 
then answered every question. 

Lewis’ first goal of the season was 
followed rapidly by a second game- 
winner on Feb 7th against the 
Pittsburgh Penguins. That offensive 
“explosion’’ prompted Lorimer to 
deadpan a comment or two about 
Lewis’ impression of Bobby Orr. 

“AIL | know is until a couple of days 
ago | had an insurmountable lead in 
goals,’’ the straight-faced Lorimer said 
before dissolving into laughter. 

But while Lewis has the ability to put 
people at ease and crack a joke at his 
own expense, don’t get the idea he 
isn’t serious about his career, the 
Devils and hockey. 

“| definitely enjoy my role,’ Lewis 
said. ‘I enjoy working with the young 
guys. | expect to play two more 
seasons. That will make 15 in the 
NHL. But right now I’m taking it one 
year at a time, but | figure two more 
years,” 

While Lewis’ career has not included 
a Stanley Cup (Remember he and Billy 
Harris were traded by the Islanders to 
the Los Angeles Kings on March 10, 
1980 for Butch Goring, just missing out 
on the Islanders’ first Stanley Cup 
championship), he is satisfied with the 
accomplishments of a solid career. 

“I’m happy with what I’ve 
accomplished,’ he said. ‘‘I’ve been in 


hockey for a long time. | know I’m not 
going to be recognized as an All-Star 
or for my personal accomplishments, 
but | enjoy helping. Sometimes you 
have to be happy with peer approval.” 

If peer approval is a gauge of 
success, then the Hockey Hall of Fame 
better clear a place on the wall for 
Lewis’.-plaque. 

Oneé his playing days finally draw 
to a\clesé doessLewis want to remain 
in hockey? 

“I’m working On a number of things 
in both Canada and here in the 
States,’’ he said. “It’s,aematter of what 
comes along. 

“People say I’m a student of the 
game,’’ Lewis noted. ‘It all/depends on 
the situation. | wouldn’t wantto 
bounce around in the minors. haveva 
family (wife Brenda) and my son (Ryan) 
is in the third grade and my daughter 
(Meagan) is in kindergarten. | don’t 
want to be moving them around. 
Coaches don’t seem to have a lot of 
longevity.” 

But Dave Lewis has had the staying 
power and perseverance to remain in 
the tough world of professional hockey 
for over a decade. He would appear to 
have a bright future in the sport once 
he hangs up the skates. 

Talk of retirement, however, is 
certainly premature when it concerns 
the solid, steady contributions of the 
veteran defenseman. There is stil 
much hockey to be played and Lewis 
would like nothing more than another 
shot at the Stanley Cup playoffs. 

The feelings from the Devils’ side of 
the ledger are the same. The Garden 
State’s tourism slogan is most 
appropriate when it comes to Lewis 
and the Devils: New Jersey and Lewis 
are perfect together.

DAVE LEWIS: 
The Old Man

O.. of the key factors for success 


as a defenseman—or any other 
position for that matter—in the 
National Hockey League is experience. 
A good, healthy dose of natural talent 
doesn’t hurt eitherBut as Dave Lewis 
has learned during-his‘NHL career, the 
small tricks of the tradeknowing the 
tendencies of a particularopponent, 
the minute details of a specifiewink 
and the importance of positioning 
often can make the difference when 
the game is on the line. 

Lewis now finds himself sharing 
those tricks of the defensive trade with 
young players like Joe Cirella, Uli 
Hiemer and Bruce Driver. But back.in 
1973, Lewis was lacking professional 
experience, a rookie out of the junior 
ranks trying to break into the NHL with 
the Islanders. Drafted out of Saskatoon 
in the second round (33rd overall) by 
the Islanders, Lewis was looking for 
any help he could get to carve a niche 
in the NHL. 

Lewis remembers that as a rookie 
there were problems and insecurities 
that transcended on-ice performance. 
Now over a decade later he recalls 
that period of adjustment when he 
works with the Devils’ young players. 

“Tl remember when | was young,” 
Lewis said. ‘There were a lot of doubts 
and insecurities. Remember, the NHL 
season is a long one, and even a really 
confident player is going to get down. 
When a player is slumping, it suggests 
a lack of confidence. 

“You don’t have to approach a 
player when he’s going good. It’s the 
times when he’s down that you have to 
call him aside.” ; 

When working with a younger 
player, Lewis said it is important to 
remember the whole picture, not 
purely the hockey aspect. 

“You try to help the guys deal with a 
whole new lifestyle,” he said. “Like 
how to deal with the pressures of 
coping with the media and the fans. 
Players all have different personalities. 
Pat Verbeek is different from Joe 
Cirella, who’s different from John 
MacLean.”

Lewis is also intelligent enough to 
realize learning isn’t a one-way street. 
The teacher can learn many things 
from the student, and Lewis finds 
himself adding to his repertoire by 
listening to young players. 

“I’m not naive enough to think the 
young guys don’t help me,” he said. 
“Sometimes I'll be down and they’ll 
say ‘Come on, let’s go skate.’ ’’ 

When Lewis was breaking into the 
NHL with the Islanders, he gained the 
necessary experience through playing 
time and counsel with veterans like 
Jean Potvin, Bert Marshall and Garry 
Hart, who made up the Islanders’ core 
of veteran defensemen. Lewis wasn’t 
the only rookie who gained valuable 
expertise-from the Islanders’ veterans. 
Lewis broke intoshe NHL with another 
talented rookie whOywent on to win 
the Calder Trophy as Rookie of the 
Year—Denis Potvin On those early 
Islander teams, the defense*consisted of 
battle-scarred vets and the rookies. 
There wasn’t any middle greund,/so 
the teaching aspect was emphasized. 
Lewis now notes the same situation 
with the Devils. 

“| think the Devils relate back to the 
Islanders’ early days,’ Lewis said. 
“When | was a rookie with the 
Islanders, we were the worst team in 
the league. We went from worst to 
first. The Devils, of course, aren’t at the 
bottom of the totem pole, but 
improving is a gradual process. | grew 
through the years with the Islanders. 
The veterans there helped me.’ 

Now Lewis, as a veteran, finds 
himself in a position to help 
newcomers to the Devils’ roster. 

“You have to help the youngsters 
grow with it,” he said. ‘“When you're 
young, there’s a lot of doubt over 
whether you’re of NHL caliber. The 
Islanders showed me how to believe in 
myself. 

“Now, I’m helping others to do it,’’ 
he said. “If you have self confidence, 
you don’t lose games to doubt. You'll 
lose to a good team sometimes, but not 
to yourself.”

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Following his success in Prague, Carpenter returned to 
New Jersey to sign a new two-year deal as coach of the

Since his country’s best players, the 
ones best able to skate with the 
Vlacheslav Fetisovs and Jiri Lalas of the 
world, were on the familiar side of the 
Atlantic competing for a trophy called 
the Stanley Cup, Doug Carpenter 
wasn’t expected to accomplish much. 

The Devils’ head coach had agreed 
to become head coach of Team Cana- 
da in the World Championships at 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, because he 
was hoping to add to his coaching rep- 
ertoite. He thought it would be neat to 
see-how, other coaches coach, how 
otherplayers play, how other people 
live. 

He did all that—and flew home with 
a silver medal around his neck. 

“It’s something Ml always cherish,” 
said the man given to understatement. 
“That medal is very Special to me.” 

Each April, while the Soviet National 
Team and the Czech Nationals gear for 
their most important tournament, Cana- 
da and the United States scrape up 
teams represented by players and 
coaches of clubs eliminated from the 
NHL playoffs. No Gretzky. No Bossy. 
No Bourque. No hope. 

“It’s a chance for us to prove some- 
thing,” said Ron Francis of the Hartford 
Whalers. ‘‘It’s a chance to salvage 
something from the season.’ 

Carpenter had never been involved 
in international hockey. He saw it as 
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another way of getting away from 
“Doug Who?” 

On April 8, the day after his first sea- 
son as an NHL coach had ended, 
‘Doug Who? boarded an intercontinen- 
tal jet. Nine days later, barely enough 
time to learn the names and faces of 
his players, Canada walloped East 
Germany, 9-1. 

On April 27, Team Canada qualified 
for the four-team medal round—joining 
the Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia and 
the equally surprising Americans—by 
knocking off Sweden, 6-3. It had al- 
ready become apparent to European 
observers that this was not a team to 
be ignored. 

“We had seen many Canadian teams 
and players like Mike Bossy and 
Wayne Gretzky,’ said Czech coach 
Ludek Bukac. ‘But | can say this'team 
sent to Czechoslovakia was very strong 
and played its best, with high spirit and 
discipline and close checking. 

“Tt is the best Canadian team | have 
met in my coaching career.” 

It had Carpenter plotting and plan- 
ning a highly unusual 1-2-2 
forechecking scheme that fooled the

Soviets and helped Canadasto a 3-1 
semi-final win. It had assistant coaches 
Tom Watt (University of Toronto), and 
Ron Smith (Vancouver Canucks)\pro- 
viding the pre-scouting (Watt) and the 
video analysis (Smith). 

It had four balanced lines: The Dev- 
ils’ Kirk Muller on the left side of 
Pittsburgh’s gifted Mario Lemieux, with 
Dave Taylor of the Los Angeles Kings 
at right wing; LA’s Bernie Nicholls cen- 
tering Don Maloney of the Rangers and 
Stan Smyl! of the Canucks.

And it screamed to the 
hockey world what the 43-year-old na- 
tive of Cornwall, Ontario, has been 
saying softly ever since he joined the 
NHL. Watch what | can do. 

“AIL I’ve ever said is give me a 
chance and I'll show you,” Carpenter 
said last summer, after he had the op- 
portunity to relax and savor his 
achievement. ‘I said it before | joined 
the Devils. Hopefully this was another 
aspect of it. Hopefully this coming sea-

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son with the Devils | can do the same 
thing.” 

When Carpenter landed in Prague, 
he did not have silver in mind. “I went 
over hoping to bring something back,” 
he said. “! wanted to see how the Eu- 
ropean players tick because there’s 
such a European influence today in the 
NHL. | wanted to put some knowledge 
in my hockey repertoire. I’d say | 
watched 90 percent of their practices. | 
watched the way the other coaches did 
their drills, what they did differently. | 
learned quite a lot. Their puck move- 
ment, for example. They’ve got so 
much more ice to work with, their sur- 
face is 15 feet wider and 13 feet long- 
er. And they don’t practice, they put 
on a show.” 

Carpenter is a tactician who dissects 
the game and analyzes as well as the 
best NHL coaches today. That, Ron 


Francis said, was a big reason why 
Team Canada was successful. 

“He knew who he wanted to play 
against whom. He was very well pre- 
pared,’’ Francis said. ‘“He knew he did- 
n’t have to motivate us, because it was 
the World Championships and we’d 
have no problem getting up. But he 
made sure we were ready.” 

“With so many different players from 
so many different teams, you need a 
coach with a clear picture of what he’s 
trying to do,” said Devils goalie Chico 
Resch, who spent several weeks over- 
seas with Team USA. ‘Doug was very 
good with Team Canada doing what 
he did all last year with us.” 

The 1985-86 Devils will hardly re- 
semble Team Sweden, but Carpenter 
says he’s learned a few new wrinkles 
for the power play and another 
breakout pattern or two. He said he 
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learned a bit about some NHL players 
he_had only seen three times last 
season. 

It.was, not all work. Carpenter jogged 
every.morning with Watt and hopped 
aboard'the team bus for the daily doses 
of Communist’eulture- 

“We stayed at the Intercontinental 
Hotel, which was the most North Ameri- 
canized place in any, Communist coun- 
try,” he said. “It was excellent. They 
catered to us. They were very friendly to 
all of us wearing our bright red Canada 
jackets. It got to the point that if we 
wanted anything, we could literally walk 
into the kitchen and get it. 

“I did once. | wanted a ham sand- 
wich so | walked in and got a ham 
sandwich.” 

And he walked out with a silver 
medal.

Adams is literally trying to eat his 
way into the lineup. If that sounds con- 
trary to the normal scheme of things, 
well, Adams did not come to New Jer- 
sey by the normal route. 

Like a Columbia River salmon, the 
Nelson, British Columbia resident has 
been swimming against the flow since 
he left the Tier II Kelowna Buckaroos 
for Northern Arizona University, a 
fledgling ice hockey power. Aside from 
having*the Grand Canyon in its 
backyard, NAU’s chief claim to fame is 
its budding*hockey program and its 
first great ‘success story, Greg Adams. 
Northern Arizona traveled wide and far 
to meet the best college hockey clubs 
in the U.S. and Adams did get his feet 
wet in international competition, but 
still the leap to the NHL was a large 
one. i 

He had the typical rookie adjustment 
to make, from the normal collegiate 
schedule of approximately 40 games to 
twice that number in the pro ranks. A 
6-2, 168-pound frame can take awful 
punishment in the course of a season, 
but Adams sort of rolled with the 
punches. 

He scored once and set up the other 
goal in his second NHL game, a 3-2 
loss to Boston, and looked like a veter- 
an. His debut a few nights earlier was

against the same team his father served 
as a farmhand decades ago, the Ran- 
gers, and Adams was around the net 
like a shark at feeding time. 

The Devils’ leading goal scorer in 
the second half,of the 1984-85 season 
was a revelation whenyhe joined the 
team in January. His sudden bursts of 
speed left opposing defensemen flat- 
footed and his shotmaking»abilities 
were pro Caliber. A soft touch im close 
complemented his hard, accurate 
wrister. 

But the daily grind took its toll on 
the rookie forward. 

“In the middle of summer” he said, 
“| couldn't wait to get to camp. | spent 
the summer working out and trying to 
gain weight. 

“Now that the season’s underway, | 
feel ready. I’ve been looking forward to 
it so long. Last year, most of the time | 
was adjusting to the new surroundings. 
Now | know what I’ve got to do and | 
feel relaxed.” 

In short, Adams knows he belongs. 
When he fills out physically, he’ll be a 
handful for opposing defenders. 

“He's a pretty active guy, hyperten- 
sive,” Devils general manager Max 
McNab said. ‘‘We knew he needed 
some bulking up, especially in the up- 
per body, so we put him on a four- 
meal diet.” 

McNab laughed at the suggestion 
that Adams, like many, many players 
before him, might eat his way off the 
roster. 

“He was up to 188 (in mid-August) 
but we knew he'd been lifting weights 
diligently, so we knew he would be 
carrying muscle not fat when he 
reported.’’ 

The team’s medical and weight train- 
ing staffs constantly re-evaluate each 
player throughout the season to deter- 
mine if remedial work is called for dur- 
ing the summer. 

“We put Greg on a program of four 
square meals a day to build him up a 
little,’ said Devils team internist Dr. 
Richard Commentucci. “‘It’s all part of 
a comprehensive plan that includes 
diet, cardiovascular fitness and weight 
training. 


“Basically, he’s a wiry young man 
who can afford a few extra pounds. 
But it was important to Greg, and he 
understood, that the percentage of ba- 
sic fat he was carrying was right where 
we wanted it to be. We wanted to 
keep him off fatty foods, junk foods, 
that sort of diet.’ 

So he. didn’t have the green light to 
load up on hamburgers a la Wimpy; 
instead, the Devils were hoping he’d 
more resemble Popeye when he report- 
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ed to camp. As he has done through- 
out his brief NHL career, Adams 
passed the test with flying colors. 

He turned up at Ice World in mid- 
September at about 190 pounds, with a 
trophy for winning his country club’s 
golf tournament, and eager to play 
hockey. 

Adams was one of two rookies who 
pleasantly surprised management when 
given a chance to play extensively last 
year. The other was defenseman Bruce

Driver, another graduate of the U.S. 
collegiate hockey system. Kirk Muller, 
the Devils’ No. 1 draft choice 16 
months ago, was a given in the equa- 
tion; he was expected to play right 
away and did. 

“Greg came along a little bit more 
slowly,” said McNab during the off- 
season, ‘‘and in a very real sense we're 
happy it worked out the way it did. He 
had some things to learn and he did it 
quickly.

Adams signed a New Jersey free 
agent contract after the 1983-84 sea- 
son, largely on the urging of McVie, 
one of the organization’s most re- 
spected judges of talent. The following 
autumn McVie was entrusted with the 
franchise’s future stars in Maine, and 
one of his prize pupils was Adams, 
who got the proverbial cup of coffee in 
camp before reassignment. 

“He was fast and quick,” recalled 
McNab, who decided early the rookie 
would profit from some AHL 
experience. 

“Still, it took some-seasoning with 
Tommy McVie to get him ready for the 
NHL. We weren't going to ruin him by 
rushing him. So we sent him to Maine, 
let him learn pro hockey first, then 
NHL style (hockey). There’s a big dif- 
ference there, a lot of adjustments to 
‘make. 

“Greg might not have been so good 
now if he was up all year. We shipped 
him out early in camp so that he 
would get straight in his mind what he 
was facing. Because of that, the fact he 
was brought along in stages, success 
won't go to his head.”’ 

And Adams looks like a pure thor- 
oughbred when he glides up and down 


the smooth surface, deceptively fast be- 
cause of his long strides.’Physically his 
game could be 20 percent’imjproved 
by the dry-land training that,oceupied 
his summer days. : 

“| didn’t get much ice time aside 
from working at a summer hockey 
school,” he said, ‘but | lifted weights 
and got some road work in, too.” 

Throughout his rookie season, Devils 
management kept close tabs on 
Adams’ development and were 
impressed. 

“You always look for the fatigue fac- 
tor,’ Dr. Commentucci said. ‘“Especial- 
ly a rookie coming from college. You 
don’t know how tough their grind was; 
they never played more than 40 games 
in a year. 

“Guys like that you want to watch a 
little more closely. The blood tests are 
taken three times a year. With Greg, 
we saw no dropoff (in strength) at all, 
and, in fact, he tested better as the year 
went on. The fitness level stayed the 
same but due to experience, knowing 
his teammates and opponents better, 
he fared better physically. We prefer 
(to work with) a player of his type, 
long sinewy musculature—one less 
prone to muscle pulls and injuries.” 
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The son of an ex-Rangers farmhand 
is aware of the mental pitfalls in 
playing for pay. He is wary of setting 
his sights too high and leaves it this 
way: 

“My main goal is to make the Devils 
hockey club,’” he says modestly. “‘If | 
play well enough that | get the points | 
think I’m capable of scoring, I’m usual- 
ly happy.” 

“Xs far as numbers go, | generally 
wait for.a quarter of the season to go 
by, then, maybe I'll start thinking about 
the numbers that would satisfy me for 
the season.” 

And those numbersestay locked in 
his head, he laughs. But no defense- 
man in this league is laughing when 
Adams jumps the boards. 

“The best advice to give a boy his 
age,”” says McNab, ‘‘is to tell him just 
go out and play the game. You should- 
n’t set goals until after you accomplish 
something. In this league you can play 
awfully well ten games and not get a 
goal depending on the situation.” 

With 21 points in his first three doz- 
en National Hockey League games and 
12 goals amassed in his first half- 
season, Adams figures to be feasting on 
NHL goalies for years to come.

“thought he needed a little more 
seasoning,”” McNab said of the then 
22-year-old defenseman. 

There were asfew.other drawbacks 
for Driver, too. He was officially listed 
as being 6-feet-0, 185 pounds but, on 
first meeting, it seemed those measure- 
ments must have been taken before he 
removed his skates, and pads, and 
helmet. 

Then there was the problem with ex- 
perience. Driver had played three years 
at the University of Wisconsin and one 
with the Canadian Olympic team, but 
he had almost no NHL time and not 
much more in the minor leagues. 

True, Driver had a strong shot from 
the point and a natural flair for passing, 
but there was still a question about his 
upper body strength. And there was no 
question whatsoever about his lack of 
NHL experience.

“In the system’’ guys. 

But Driver had!some Surprises for 
those who sat scratching hisename off 
their depth charts early in’camp, 

Most players showed up in shape for 
the Devils’ 1984 training camp./Driver 
showed up in shape for the lead role in 
Rambo II. In addition to his ice time, 
Driver had spent many summer hours 
running, lifting and roller skating 
around town. Nobody would out-work 
him in camp, either. That was for sure. 

Also to his advantage, Driver had 
this nifty reputation as being a winner. 
From his college days at Wisconsin to 
his stint with Team Canada and the 
Olympic squad right down to that 
28-game stretch with the American 
Hockey League’s Maine Mariners the 
spring before, one thing remained 
constant—Driver’s teams did well. 

Some people shrug off notes like that 
as coincidence, but people who do 
that usually don’t make it very far in 
the sports world. The more accepted 
view is “Winners know how to win.” 
So put a check on Mr. Driver's side of 
the board for that one. 

Another plus was that Driver had a 
good attitude going into training camp. 
He decided not to worry about what 
the other people did. He would just do 
his best and, if that wasn’t good 
enough, he’s spend the winter up in 
Maine with the Devils’ minor league 
club. 

And if nothing worked out at all, 
Driver was still only a few credits shy 
of his physical education degree at 
Wisconsin. 

“I decided awhile back that the best 
thing to do would be to get the degree 
no matter what,’”’ said Driver, who still 
takes courses in the off-season. 

So, even though getting cut would 
have depressed him for awhile, Driver 
was fully prepared to bounce back—no 
matter what. 
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“| was sure | had a shot,’” Driver 
said of his chances at camp. ‘I’ve al- 
ways had good training camps wher- 
ever I’ve gone.” 

And this would not be an exception. 

The Canada Cup Series was still be- 
ing played when the Devils opened 
camp last September “Withthe team’s 
satellite dish pointed in:the right direc- 
tion, Driver and the other Devilsewere 
able to watch the games at theirice 
World training facility. 

The more Driver watched, the more 
his confidence grew. ‘‘Here were the 
best players in the NHL,” he thought, 
“olaying against the Russians and 
Czechs, who | had just played against 
in the Olympics.” 

And here was Driver in an NHL 
training camp after playing well, with 
three goals and one assist in seven 
Olympic games. So what was the big 
deal about making and sticking with 
this NHL team? Simply, there was no 
big deal. 

Before, Driver thought he had a shot 
at making the Devils. Now he knew 
better. He had a darn good shot. 

“The Russians and Czechs are prob- 
ably two of the best teams in the world 
right now,” Driver said. ‘I don’t know 
if | was really ready for the NHL after 
playing against them, but | told myself 
that | was.” 

As it turned out, Driver wasn’t lying 
to himself at all. In spite of two knee 
injuries—neither requiring surgery— 
near the end of the season, he played 
in 67 games with the Devils in 84-85, 
scoring nine goals and picking up 23 
assists. 

And without the help of a scorecard, 
it would have been difficult to tell that 
a-rookie was wearing number 23. Driv- 
er was dependable. He was counted 
on. No question about it, he was a 
regular. 

“He made his sweat pay off,’”’ 
McNab said. ‘There was no question 
about the fact that he could think out 
there, and he was a natural passer. 

“Every pass a defenseman makes is a 
dangerous one,” the G.M. added. 
“They have to be the best passers in 


the league. If there wasn’t something 
instinctive about it, they probably 
couldn’t do it.” 

And, in his first full NHL season, 
Driver did it every night. 

“| think my biggest asset is playing 
consistently well,’’ Driver said. ‘“You 
don’t have to be a super, super star to 
make it.”” 

“It's always tough to perform offen- 
sively, but if you’re smart and work hard, 
you can be steady on defense,” he said. 
“Offensively, you have to bear down to 
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put the puck in the net. Playing offensive- 
ly takes talent. You really have to work on 
your shot.’’ 

Driver showed both talent and the will 
to work hard in his first year with the Dev- 
ils. And he went into his second year 
ready to show it all again. 

“| think he likes what he’s seen at the 
NHL level,’’ McNab said. ‘‘We’d like to 
think he’II be a steady one for us in the fu- 
ture. He’s been a winner all his life.’ 

And don’t think he hasn’t been work- 
ing at it almost as long.

I, was big news in Canada and all of 
hockey when the National Hockey 
League announced that the 1985 Entry 
Draft would be held in Toronto on 

June 15. For the first time since 1963 
when. the NHL’s Amateur Draft was 
conceived hockey’s selecting process 
of youthful’Stars would take place 
somewhere, other, than -Montreal. 

The Queen City did it up brown, 
staging the draft in the Convention 
Centre hard by thesfamous Canadian 
National Exhibition Tewer, the world’s 
tallest superstructure. 

Televised by the Canadian Broad- 
casting Company the NHL Entry Draft 
had 1,100,000 viewers, up from the 
700,000 which watched the proceed- 
ings from the Montreal Forum in 1984. 

Arthur Smith, who produced NHL 
Draft ’85 for CBC said, “It was like 
starting over because we had gotten 
used to the Forum with its 17,000 seats, 
and solid lighting. Now we were dealing 
with a building with about 3,500 seats 
for the public and a different situation. 
But, overall it went well as did the NHL

That gala saw the crowning of 
Wayne Gretzky as the six-time winner 
of the Hart Trophy as MVP, and fifth- 
time coronation as the scoring champi- 
on. Under the intense gaze of TV lights 
in ceremonies rivaling anything the 
Emmy Awards produce, Jari Kurri of 
the Edmonton Oilers was presented the 
Lady Byng Trophy as the league’s most 
effective, yet gentlemanly player; Paul 
Coffey, another Oiler, captured the 
Norris Trophy as best defenseman; 
Pelle Lindbergh of the Philadelphia Fly- 
ers won the Vezina Trophy as best 
goalie; Buffalo’s Craig Ramsay the 
Frank Selke Award as the best defen- 
sive forward and Pittsburgh’s Mario 
Lemieux certified his claim to the 
Calder Trophy as Rookie-of-the-Year. 

The awards dinner was a black tie 
affair complete with as much suspense 
as possible. It was produced for CBC 
by Jack Budgell, and even copied the 
punch line, ‘“And now the envelope 
please,” just before each winner was 
announced. 
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The Convention Centre locale was a 
success in that all of the NHL people 
and Congress were under one roof with 
the NHL Expo ’85 selling 85 booths in 
the greatest trade show on record. 

“Next year,’’ reveals NHL Communi- 
cations Director John Halligan, ‘the 
NHL Entry Draft is set for Detroit and 
the Joe Louis Arena. Red Wing owner 
Mike Illitch had_an ambition to hold a 
draft in Detroit and the Governors 
granted this desife. 

“In 1987 it goes*back to Montreal. 
What happens after that | don’t know, 
although there are plans to hold it in 
Madison Square Garden in New York 
sometime in the future.’’ 

The Draft has come a long way from 
1963, when, as the Amateur Draft, it 
saw only 21 players selected, as the 
NHL started this process of breaking 
away from complete junior sponsorship 
by NHL parent clubs. Had that system 
not been instituted in the sixties, the 
Montreal Canadiens might have had a 
third line of center Gilbert Perreault, left 
wing Rick Martin and right wing Guy 


Lafleur, all produced and developed by 
teams sponsored by the Habitants. 

The Draft process became known as 
the NHL Entry Draft in 1979 because 
legal decisions in the United States had 
forced the drafting of 18 year olds the 
year before. Kenny Linseman, now of 
the Boston Bruins, was selected by the 
Philadelphia Flyers after Linseman had 
won a legal battle forcing his eligibility 
at age 19. Linseman had been an un- 
derage draft choice of the Birmingham 
Bulls of the World, Hockey Association 
the year before. 

From 1980 on the draft was moved 
from the Queen Elizabeth"Hotel in 
Montreal to the Forum wheregit re- 
mained until this year. 

“The move to the Forum was'a big 
thing,’ says Halligan. ‘It showed/the 
NBA what exposure in a major league 
arena could do for the drafting process 
via TV. After that the NBA started to 
hold its draft in Madison Square Gar- 
den’s Felt Forum, with ESPN as the TV 
outlet.” 

While public interest in the draft was 
never higher, the NHL Entry Draft is 
now a futures-only type of grab bag. 
Every player picked on the 21-team 
first round this year was 18, but the 
New Jersey Devils could be proud of 
what they accomplished. 

Guess who quite possibly got the best 
of things up in Toronto? If you said the 
Hometown Maple Leafs, because they 
drafted first and took Saskatoon 
defenseman-wing Wendell Clark you are 
wrong. How about the Pittsburgh Pen- 
guins and their number two pick, center 
Craig Simpson, rated the best athlete 
available. Maybe, but most scouts will 
tell you it was the upstart New Jersey 
Devils’ selection of Craig Wolanin, Eric 
Weinrich and Myles O’Connor, all kid 
defensemen, that really socked it to them. 

“You must remember,” informs Jim 
Gregory, the NHL’s Director of Central 
Scouting,” this was a draft of futures, not 
players who could step in and help an 
NHL team turn it all around right now. 

. “It will take about three years to see 
what the 1985 Entry Draft, with every 
first rounder being 18 years of age, really 
means. But, right now New Jersey did 
very well.” 

Other names Devils fans might file 
away for future reference include goalie 
Sean Burke, left wing Gregg Polak and 
right wing Bill McMillan. 

“We rated the Devils, Flyers and Pen- 
guins as finishing one-two-three in the

draft,” stated a rival NHL general mana- 
ger. ‘‘Philadelphia got two’forwards, Glen 
Seabrooke and Bruce Rendall who will 
be NHL regulars in time. 

“The Penguins again got a great-athlete 
in center Craig Simpson. They feel he is 
the best player in the draft for 1985-86 
purposes. Coupled with Lemieux, last 
year’s number one, Pittsburgh has up- 
graded its personnel.” 

“Down the road we feel this is perhaps 
the best draft the franchise (Kansas City, 
Colorado and New Jersey) ever had,’’ 
says Director of Player Personnel 
Marshall Johnston, who coached the 
Devils when they were the Rockies in 
Denver. 

Wolanin, 6-3 and 205 pounds, is an 
excellent skater, with a long stride and 
good balance and quickness. He has an 
accurate shot from the point which he 
gets away quickly. Craig likes to carry the 
puck, and, more importantly in the tight- 
checking NHL, takes his man out in the 
slot with expertise and enjoyment. 
Wolanin is a good team player with great 
desire who will work hard to improve 
himself. He played for Kitchener of the 
Ontario Hockey League, after prepping 
with Detroit Compuware in 1983-84. 

An American, as are seven of the 12 
New Jersey choices, Wolanin said, “I 
won't be pushed around and would like 
to stay with the team this year, but really

I'm aiming at 1986-87. If | go back to 
Kitchener it will be with a good attitude.” 

Compuware is the Detroit area Midget 
team which produced the Islanders’ cen- 
ter Pat Lafontaine, who broke most of 
Guy Lafleur’s scoring records in his final 
year of Junior play. 

Weinrich, who played with North Yar- 
mouth, Mass. High School, will go to the 
University of Maine this year. At 6-0 and 
190 he is strong on his skates and has 
good speed, shoots the puck hard and 
leads his man well when passing. He hits 
and takes his man out in front, and plays 
it tough and aggressively. 

O'Connor, from Notre Dame High 
School in Saskatchewan, is 5-11 and 
165. He never gives up and is a sound 
player who works hard, and is rated a 
good scorer who is sharp around the net 
(20-35-55 in 40 games from defense). He 
is a good positional player who reads 
plays coming at him well. 

The Devils’ number two pick surprised 
many when they took goalkeeper Sean 
Burke of the OHL Toronto Marlboros, 
adding to their growing stable of young 
goalies. 

Burke, 6-3 and 180, is 18 and takes up 
a lot of the net. In that sénse he is more 
like Tom Barrasso or Ken Dryden than 
the acrobatic Chico Resch. A mobile 
goalie with an unorthodox style, Burke is 
a hand goalie who catches the puck very 
well. He plays his angles well, moving 
around the crease frequently. He has 
quick legs and uses his pads to block low 


shots*imto the corners. He makes the big 
stop ‘and’ can win_a game all alone, even 
if peppered. 

“Everyone judgesjan NHL draft by the 
first ten players,“ssays¥ack Button, an 
American who is the Washington Capi- 
tals’ scouting director. Wolanin was 
picked third behind Clark and Simpson, 
but only. time will tell. Few of these 
players will produce immediately; but 
eventually this will be rated as a deep 
draft that produced a lot of good, solid’ 
NHL regulars.” 

With that in mind, we will run down a 
listing of the 10 most successful clubs at 
the NHL Draft in the order we rated their 
picks: 

1- New Jersey Devils: Overall the best 
group of any team, but all are futures 
(except perhaps Wolanin), around whom 
GM Max McNab and coach Doug 
Carpenter can mold the team. 

2- Philadelphia Flyers: Solid choices 
by GM Bob Clarke and his assistant Gary 
Darling who picked up two future 
bonafide NHL regulars in forwards 
Seabrooke and Rendall. 

3- Pittsburgh Penguins: For 1985-86 
the Pens probably got the best player— 
center Craig Simpson, the player who 
can help an NHL team the most right 
now. Second round choice LW Lee 
Giffen might not be that good. 

4- Vancouver Canucks: RW Jim 
Sandlak can step in and play for a build- 
ing team like Vancouver. He is a tough, 
high scoring 18 year old. And goalie Troy 
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Gamble might make it down the road. 

5- Quebec Nordiques: LW Dave Latta 
can put the puck in the net. Center Jason 
LaFreniere is a solid pick, and two huge 
Americans, 6-3 Max Middendorf and 6-1 
Dave Espo, play football on ice. 
Middendorf is a product of the NY Met- 
ropolitan Jr. Hockey Assn. 

6- Calgary Flames: GM Cliff Fletcher 
wanted defenseman Chris Biotti, even 
though he knew he was Harvard bound. 
He thinks he is good enough to wait on. 
Bob Johnson, the Calgary coach, pushed 
for Cornell center Joe Nieuwendyk. Jeff 
Wenaas, another center, also has a shot 
in the future. The trading away of Kent 
Nilsson has Calgary looking for centers. 

7- Hartford Whalers: Emile Francis, the 
Whalers GM, drafted the best goalkeeper 
still available in Kay Whitmore and also 
picked number two rated defenseman 
Dana Murzyn of Calgary of the WHL. 
RW Shane Curia is a banger, who had 
the most PIM of all drafted players. LW 
Brian Puhalski rates as a dark horse. 

8- New York Islanders: After a few 
years of average drafts because they were 
winning four consecutive Stanley Cups, 
the Islanders and GM Bill Torrey did pret- 
ty well. Having swapped goalie Roland 
Melanson to Minnesota for a first round 
pick, the Islanders had two first round 
choices. They took two wingers, RW 
Brad Dalgarno, a worker who will make 
it in time, and LW Derek King, who 
might have a weight problem, but likes to 
play and hit. Middle round picks, RW 
Brad Lauer has the touch around the net, 
and defenseman Jeff Finley and center 
Jeff Sveen might make it. 

9. Los Angeles Kings: The Kings got 
two really fine futures in LW Craig 
Duncanson, the best port sider in the lot- 
tery andsa=potential successor to Marcel 
Dionne in center Dan. Gratton. 

10- Detroit Red Wings: GM Jimmy 
Devellano, who helped Torrey build the 
Islanders, took RW.Brent,Fedyk, who will 
wear a Red Wing sweater in time. He 
was rated number nine by NHL Central 
Scouting. Defensemen Jeff Sharples and 
Jeff Chiasson have potential. Goalie Mark 
Gowans will get a look in a year or so, 
with Jimmy D. going for late round 
Swedes and Finns, despite poor perfor- 
mances by former Czech Nationals 
Frantisek Cernik and Milan Chalupa last 
year. 

“This draft won’t change the standings 
overnight like the NBA draft can do for 
New York Knicks with Patrick Ewing or 
the NFL Draft if you get a super star run- 
ning back,’’ said the Devils’ Johnston, 
“But, we helped our future.”
